The unfortunate position into which 
the licensing of saloons has fallen is 
likely to prove a loss to the West Knd 
in one particular instance, where ex­ 
tensive improvements would be made 
it there was any definiteness of action 
on the part of the Town Trustees 
whereby nn inv s o of capital could 
make some calculations as to the proba­ 
ble profit which could be realized upon 
a business venture. 


The way matters stand at present in 
the way of a license is this. 
Sometime 
ago there was an ordinance making tie 
amount of a license to be paid for 
carrying on a salcon 
busine s $200 
per year. 


Just previous to the members of the 
last Board retiring from 
office, nn or­ 
dinance was enacted making the ^li­ 
cense only $ioo per year. 
When the 
new Board came into power the At­ 
torney of the town, who acted for the 
old Board, was immediately dismissed 
and another 
Attorney elected to fill 
the position. 
When his opinion was 
asked in relation to the passing of the 
$100 ordinance he replied that the 
change from the $200 to the $ioo li- 
ceese was illegal but it was enacted in 
conformity with a section in the new 
charter. 


In the meantime when the lower li­ 
cense ordinance 
had been 
passed, 
quite a number of the saloon keepers, 
upon the demand of the License Col­ 
lector, paid the license for one year in 
advance and received the necessary 
voucher for it. Others tendered their 
money and the Collector refused to 
take it. Now Counsel for the town 
advises its Marshal to make no arrests 
until the 
Board of Trustees 
takes 
some a-tion. 


This is the state of affairs at the 
present time, entirely unsettled. There 
is a threat in the air that if any con­ 
test shall arise between the two par­ 
ties , namely, the Trustees and the 
saloon men whereby the latter gains 
their point that in another year when 
the one 
year 
ordinance 
has ex­ 
pired a tariff will be placed upon the 
business beyond which it can bear, 
really amounting to a confiscation of 
all money in venture. 


Now to get at the harm which this 
unsettled condition of affairs has pro­ 
duced, we cite the instance where a

This gentleman does feel willing to 
risk the above aaiount of money with 
a chance of having it confiscated with­ 
in a year or knowing just what he will 1 
have to do at present. 


The Trustees should take a matter 
of this kind into consideration and do 
something, so that a man could invest! 
his money here and have no fear of I 
losing it all in a short time through I 
some ordinance the Board of Trustees ! 
may pass.

M. ALPHONSE ALLARD, a delegate 
from 
Belgium to the international 
monetary conference held in 1892, in 
an address to a conservative associa­ 
tion of Brussels, asserted that the pro­ 
tective policy of Belgium is the result 


of the currency difficulty, which, he 
declarded, has divided the world into 
hostile camps and developed changes 
absolutely opposed to the interests of 
gold countries and in favor of silver 
currency nations. 
H e says the fall in 
the prices of commodities is not due 
to over production,, but to the scarcity 


of money caused by the demoralization 


of silver in 1893. 
Through the move­ 
ment in favor of prohibitive duties on 
commodities is the natural outcome of 
the protection ofgold, such duties afford 
a remedy that is purely temporary. He 
further states that the only real remedy 


for the industrial and commercial de­ 
pression is to rehabilitate silver. 
That 
the world was recognizing this was 
sliunn in the wide spread bimetalic 
movement.

accounts the prisoner on being ar­ 
rested asked what she could do to save 
her husband and children, and the Dis­ 
trict Attorney replied: "Tell the whole 
truth." 
This is held by the Court to 
render the confession inadmissible, as 
being obtained by fear, hope of reward, 
promise of favor, or what not, against 
which prisoners are supposed to need 
protection. 
The extent to which this 
doctrine is carried is enough to make 
it a serious obstacle to justice. T h e 
French system in which the accused is 
a principal witness aqd his confession 
the best of evidence, is much better 
grounded in theory and results. While 
it is not,necessary to go as far as the 
French it would at least be well to 
have our present theories applied with 
common sense on the principle that 
the object of laws and courts is to pro­ 
tect society against the criminal and 
not the criminal against society.—Ex.

At that instant appeared in Bona­ 
parte's rear an Austriau corps estimated 
by him as 4,000 strong, which, having 
come down the' valley on the left bank, 
had now crossed the river to take the 
French right at Rivbli in its rear. Had 
they arrived but a minute sooner the 
hill of Rivoli would have been lost to 
the French. 
As it was,' instead of mak-' 
ing an attack, they had to await one.
